REFUSING GOLD. 


Washington Fails to Send All thé Paper 

5 Money Demanded. 

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.}]—Before elec- 
tion a lack of gold was the trouble. Now it 
is a lack of paper money, at least here in 
New York. 

The gold carriers kept coming to the Sub- 
treasury today, but there was no general 
exchanging of coin for paper. The plea given 
was the lack of time to do the counting, but 
really there is a lack of paper money, and 
until Washington sends on more the policy 
of refusal will be kept up. 

The banks, of course, took the coin, but 


soon they stopped under the necessity of ) 


making a transfer to the government vaults 
to get paper money to dole out to their cus- 
tomers. Any bank offering gold would be. 
very unpopular, and any sort of paper money 
is preferable. 

The most conspicuous gainers of gold coin 
thus far have been the savings banks, where 
the depositors. come in with the metal and, 
boldly proclaim they are bringing back 
hoardings. The interest lost because of their 
scare will amount to a very large sum. 7 

The European steamers continue to bring in 
large sums of gold. 

It ‘is said customs brokers are besieged 
with offers to furnish gold and pay the ex- 
press charges for handling if they wil take 
it off the hands of those who have hoarded it. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Curtis 
is in the city to consult with Assistant Treas- 
urer Jordan on the subject of accepting thre 
large amounts of gold being offered in ex- 
change for currency. Every effort will be 
made to accommodate those desiring cur- 
rency for gold. 1

best that I. make a full statement to fore- 
stall any possible distortion of the facts. 

Mr. Inman has been a sick Mamn since 
July 1. His physicians earnestly advised 
him to give up business and take complete 
rest. 

His trouble was acute indigestion, ac- 
companied by insomnia. Finally, his ill- 
ness reached such a stage that at times 
there were alarming symptoms of weak- 
ness of the functions of the heart. 

Some six weeks ago it was determined 
on the part of my brother, Hugh T. Inman, 
and myself, his partners, to place him under 
the care of Mr. Kindred in his sanitaritum, 
near New Canaan, Conn. Under the treat- 
ment at the sanitarium he improved, and we 
had every reason to believe in his complete 
recovery. Last Wednesday night there was 
a sudden change for the worse. He sank 
rapidly from the time of this attack and 
died within a few hours. The attack oc- 
curing, as it did, so late in the night and the 
fatal ending coming so soon, it was impos- 
sible for his family to reach him before he 
died.

Majority of Twenty Is Assured in the 
Indiana Legislature. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 6.—The official re- 
turns from the counties, which are now com- 
ing in rapidly, do not change the unofficial 
figures materially. McKinley’s plurality 
will stand near 20,000. The State ticket in 
many counties has run right along with the 
Electoral ticket, but the official count will 
probably show that it is something like 
8,000 behind the Electoral ticket. Mount, 
Rep., for Governor has led the State ticket 
‘everywhere. The official returns show that 
the Democrats have elected four out of thir- 
teen members of Congress. The four are 
R. W. Miers in the Second District, Willlam 
T. Zenor in the Third, William S. Holman in 
the Fourth, and James Robinson in the 
Twelfth. The official count reduces the 
number of Republicans in the Senate to 
thirty-three and the number of Republicans 
in the House to fifty-two and makes the Gen- 
eral Assembly twenty Republican on joint 
ballot. 


ANAROHISTS SEND OUT A WARNING. 


Tell Republican Leaders in Greek 
They Will Be Given a Trial. 
New York, Nov. 6.—The Herald says the 
New York Anarchists held a post-election 
meeting and it was decided to “ tolerate ” 
or give the Republicans a trial. A warning 
was written in Greek and sent to the Re 
publican leaders. The following is a trans- 

lation:

Skobolenski, a 
Russian Anarchist, gravely explained that 
the purpose of sending it in Greek was to 
enable each recipient to x ponder over it 
and carefully weigh its meaning.

EDUCATION ALONE SAVED IOWA, 


First Poll of the State Showed Strong 
Silver Sentiment. 

Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 6.—[Special.]}—The 
different committee headquarters have been 
closed and the managers have gone to their 
homes. The late election resulted in polling 
the largest number of votes ever cast in any 
Iowa election. The committees figured there 
would be 475,000 votes, but the returns 
show something over 510,000. 

The first poll of the State which was taken 
by the Republican committee indicated a 
slump to free silver which put the State in 
the doubtful column. This opened the eyes 
of the managers and one of the most ex- 
tensive campaigns of education was at once 
entered upon. Fifteen thousand sound 
money speeches were made in the State. 
The sound money Democrats also carried 
on an aggressive campaign. The leaders of 
the sound money Democratic forces urged 
the people to vote for sound money and 
to use their judgment as to the best means 
of defeating the Popocratic ticket. As a re- 
sult something like thirty or forty thou- 
sand sound money Democrats voted for Mc- 
Kinley, far exceeding the number of Repub- 
licans who followed Bryan into the Popo- 
cratic camp. No doubt many of these re- 
cruits, especially among the Germans, will 
remain in the Republican party in future. 

A prominent Republican who was elected 
to a leading State office last Tuesday, com- 
menting on this fact, said he believed if the 
Legislature should enact a manufacturing 
law the Republicans would be certain to 
hold their presnt majority permanently. 

The McKinley plurality in Iowa is 67,653 
and the Republican State ticket received 
about the same vote. 


DIVORCE FOR DAVID HENDERSON. 


Matrimonial Ties That Bound the The- 
atrical Manager to Grace Roth 
Severed by Judge Gibbons. 


Judge Gibbons yesterday granted David 
Henderson, the theatrical manager, a divorce 
from his wife, Grace. By the decree: Mrs. 
Henderson retains the custody of their one 
child, a boy. 

Mr. Henderson testified that he was mar- 
ried in 1880. The maiden name of his wife 
was Grace Roth. He said he had not lived 
with her since January last. Previous to 
that she lived in Paris foratime. Mr. Hen- 
derson said he read in the newspapers of his 
wife’s conduct with George Alexander Bal- 
lantine, and that since then he had refused to 
Hive with her, although he knew nothing 
personally about the matter. 

The deposition of Lena Staub, a French 
maid, employed by Mrs. Henderson, was the 
only other evidence presented to the court. 
This showed that Mrs. Henderson and Bal- 
lantine lived together as man and wife for 
nearly six months. 

Many years ago Grace Henderson was a 
member of the stock company of the old 
Academy of Music, While Billx Emmett 
was the manager. In New York she was 
considered a very capable actress. She has 
been classed as a stage beauty. For several 
seasons she was a member of the Empire 
Theater cqmpany. At present she is play- 
ing an engagement at a local theater. 

Corespondent .Ballentine is the son Of a 
New York brewer. He is about 28 years of 
age anq at the death of his father inherited 
330,000. His relations with the actress be- 
came notorious a few weeks ago when, so 
the New York dispatches said, she attempted 
to shoot him because he had engaged him- 
self to marry another woman. At the time 
it was reported that Mrs. Henderson had 
tried to commit suicide.

TRY TO STEAL KENTUCKY | 


BALLOTS OF THREE REPUBLICAN 
PRECINCTS ARE. MISSING. | 


Official Canvass of the Returns in 
Campbell County Discloses a Most 
Glaring Outrage—Boxes Are Found, 
but Votes Are Gone—Popocrats Said 
to Have Been at Work—Owen Coun- 
ty’s Vote Will Likely Be Thrown 
Out, Giving the State to McKiniey. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 6.— [Special. I The 
election officials of Campbell County, Ken- 
tucky, this morning discovered one the 
greatest of outrages. They found that in 
three of the largest Republican precincts 
the contents of the ballot boxes had been 
stolen and secreted, or probably have been 
totally destroyed. The returns of the three 
are missing. These precincts have always 
given good Republican majorities, and would 
doubtless materially increase McKinley's 
majority. 

There is not the slightest clew yet as to 
who has possession of the contents. The 
missing returns are from Precincts “A” of 
the Fifth Ward, a of the Fifth Ward, 
and “ A” of the Sixth Ward, in Newport. 

According to law, County. Judge Bennett, 
County Clerk Phil Veith, and Sheriff Jule 
Plummer went out to Alexandria today to 
sit as Canvassing Board to superintend the 
official count of the ballots. They had pro- 
ceeded but a short time when the outrage 
was discovered. Three boxes that con- 
tained the ballots were completely empty. 
As soon as the discovery became noised 
about there was the wildest excitement. 


Diligent Search Being Made. 

A diligent search and inquiry is being 
made to try and find the missing ballots. It 
ig surmised that if they: are ever found they 
will be discovered to have been seriouosly 
tampered with. These three precincts were 
expected to roll up a handsome Republican 
majority. There is no question whatever 
as to the sentiments of the people of the 
precincts, who were overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of sound money and for the election of 
McKinley. 

If these ballots are not found there will 
probably be a contest over the election of 
Congressman Al Berry. 


Official Count Begins. 
Lexington, Ky., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Re- 
turns from Tuesday’s election were can- 


vassed today and the result will be the offi- 
cial count. This cannot be learned for sev- , 


eral days owing to the many mountain 
counties which have no telephone or tele- 
graph communications: 

In the counties heard from many errors 
have been discovered. The first returns 
came from the announcement of the count 
by the election officers in front of the poll- 
ing places. The figures mentioned in such 
announcements were frequently not set 
down by the courier and were often given in 
from memory. Many of the returns were 
sent in over the telephone. These careless 
methods caused erroneous figures to be 
quoted, so that it will be impossible to deter- 
mine just how Kentucky stands until the 
official returns are all in. 

Even then the State will be in doubt on ac- 
count of Owen County having held & pri- 
mary election on Tuesday for candidates 
for county officers, which is contrary to the 
election laws. Col. Breckinridge will make 
his contest on this point, and it is the opin- 
ion of many lawyers. that Owen County’s 
vote will have to be thrown out. 


May Throw Owen County Out. 


As Owen gave Bryan 2,287 majority, and 
about the same to Settle, the throwing out 
of this county will not only elect Breckin- 
ridge to Congress, but will give the State 
to McKinley. 

The total vote of Owen County this year 
was 1,250 greater than four years ago, 1,447 
greater than two years ago, and 1,062 greater 
than one year ago. If the courts fail to throw 
the counts out because the primary election 
was held along with the regular election, 
it will probably be thrown out on account 
of fraud, which the Republicans claim is 
shown on the face of the big increase in the 
total vote. 

From the best returns on hand McKinley’s 
plurality will be about 600, with Owen Coun- 
ty’s vote admitted. 

The following is Chairman Roberts’ last 
estimate of the situation in Kentucky:

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 6.—[{Special.]—Ths 
situation in Kentucky becomes more inter- 
esting as the returns from the official count 
is received. Returns reported up to 9 o’clock 
tonight show a plurality of 107 for McKinley, 
not counting three precincts in Campbell 
County with a Republican plurality of 350, 
which have been held out because of a tech- 
nical violation of the law in the election offi- 
cers destroying the poll-books: 

The result is so close that the official vote 
as received from the several counties causes 
the plurality to rise and fall, cross to Bryan’s 
side and return to the McKinley column. 
Both sides now claim the State by a small 
majority and are waiting for the official 
count. Fraud is charged in several counties, 
but there has been no disposition to go behind 
the returns. 

If it comes to that stage the Republicans 
have the trump card, as the State Canvass- 
ing Board is Republican, and there is a de- 
cision by a Democratic Court of Appeals 
permitting the going behind the returns.

Austin, Tex., Nov. 6.—{Special.J]—As re- 
turns come in slowly from all sections of the 
State the Republican Electoral vote shows 
up better than it has since 1860. From what 
can be seen by a review of the unofficial 
vote it is made manifest that had the Pop- 
ulists stuck to their word and voted for Mc- 
Kinley Electors and their own man Kearby 
the State would have been in the Republican 
column nationally and gone for the Popu- 
list State ticket. 

It is manifest that Populists tn large num- 
bers declined to vote the fusion Republican 
ticket.

London, Nov. 6.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.}—The election of Mr. Mo- 
Kinley has had a most favorable effect on 
financial and commercial interests here. 
The universal rise of values in all markets 
here demonstrates this in itself; This 
buoyancy is perhaps partly due to a reaction 
from the undoubted strain of anxiety which 
has been created in all circles here by the 
American campaign. 

There is a ieeling prevalent in the city 
that an era of long and active business deal- 
ings with the United States is about to begin 
on the Stock Exchange. The buoyancy 
which has characterized American securi- 
ties since Tuesday is expected to extend to 
other departments. The rise in the prices 
of American securities on the exchange has 
been general all along the line. | 

It is Said, also, that there is an immense 
amount of British capital awaiting invest- 
ment in the United States. Some insurance 
companies, it is announced, are prepared to 
invest £200,000 or £300,000 each ($1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000) in American mortgages. 

The Times remarks on this point that 
while the European investor will not buy 
American securities blindly, he will buy the 
securities of sound companies which have 
been neglected lately owing_not to their own 
defects but to the general distrust of Amer- 
ican affairs. 

The Economist notices with surprise that 
there has been no advance in the United 
States loan [government bonds]. 

In commercial quarters in London large 
estimates are given of the value of Ameri- 
can orders which have already been received 
since the election. The dry goods business 
has recently been, of moderate proportions, 
but the Manchester market now expects a 
spurt in American trade. Large shipments 
for the United States were, until Nov. 4, 
subject to the condition that they should be 
canceled if Mr. McKinley were defeated, but 
they aré now being hurried forward. 

The traffic canvassers for the American 
steamship lines are already feeling the 
change in this respect. During the recent 
business depression consignments were al- 
most as rare as the fabled Dodo, but they 
are now falling like manna in the desert. 
The probability of a rise in the American 
tariff does not come into consideration for 
a moment in this department, the certainfy 
of immediate improvement dwarfing any 
more remote contingencies. In the iron 
market the effect of the election of McKin- 
ley is already being felt. Reports received 
from Birmingham are that a strong tone 
and more disposition to do business prevail 
in all departments there. Unmarked iron 
is from half a crown to five shillings higher 
than last week, pig-iron has improved from 
sixpence to a shilling. The steel trade has 
not been affected yet, although there is good 
demand, owing to the excessive production. 

The copper market has shown a better tone 
since the election, and it is expected that 
the result will make further inroad on the 
already small stocks held in Europe. Many 
transactions recently entered into were 
opened to cancelings in the event of Mr. Bry- 
an’s success. Prices are now rising, and the 
stocks in the railway warehouses at Bir- 
mingham, which a few months ago were 
8,000 tons, are now almost depleted, whiie 
little American copper is being offered, owing 
to the demand for home consumption in the 
United States. 


CARNEGIE COMPANY’S GREAT PLANS, 


Will Build Two New Blast Furmaces 
and Increase the Homestead Piant, 

Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 6.—[{Special.}—The 
Carnegie Steel company has given orders to 
complete the two new blast furnaces, Nos. 
3 and 4, at Duquesne, the work on which 
was stopped after the adoption of the Chi- 
cago platform. Additions were also ordered 
involving the expenditure of $500,00) im- 
proving the Homestead and other plants. 
Twenty-six open hearth steel furnaces with 
a capacity of fifty-two tons each will be 
built at Homestead. They will be the largest 
in the world. It has been also decided to 
hurry the completion of the new Butler and 
Pittsburg railroad, which the company is 
building to the lakes, and on which work 
was suspended. Orders were issued that it 
be completed at once. Contracts for iron 
bridges were let to the extent of $250,000. 

These improvements, which will give em- 
ployment to thousands of people, represent 
an expenditure of more money than any 
ever ordered before in a single day by any 
Pittsburg corporation. 

The rod mills of the Pittsburg wire works 
at Braddock will resumenext Monday. The 
works have been shut down for weeks. The 
company has had orders contingent on the 
election of McKinley. 

The Kittanning Iron and Steel company’s 


mill will start in a week. It has been idle 
for months. 

The Lowellville blast furnace, after being 
idie five months, has resumed operation, 
and the Hubbard blast furnace blew in to- 
day. The Andrews Bros. company mills at 
Youngstown will go on full turn Monday, 
and the most of the Brown-Bonnell Iron 
company’s plant went on yesterday. The 
Ohio Steel company’s works will get out a 
big order it received. 

A general boom in the Mahoning and 
Shenango Valleys is reported by Pittsburg 
brokers. who handle the product of the val- 
ley furnaces. 

The meeting of the billet pool will be held 
in New York on Tuesday. In addition to 
advancing prices it is expected the allot- 
ment will be changed from billets and in the 
future will be based on all steel melted by 
the different mills whether sold in the open 
market as billets or as finished material. 
It is recognized that the present allotment 
feature has worked an injustice to the steel 
plants who have no finishing mills and also 
to concerns who have to buy billets to work 
up into finished material.

DR. STEARNS 18 NO LONGER NEEDED. 


Pathologist of Illinois Eastern Asy-~- 
lum Is Let Ge for Alleged Po- 
litical Reasons. 


Kankakee, III., Nov. 6.—[Special.}—Dr. 
William G. Stearns received notice last night 
from Dr. Gapen, Superintendent of the IIIi- 
nois Eastern Hoepital, that his services as 
pathologist were no longer required. Dr, 
Stearns is a strong Republican and it was 
no secret that he would be a candidate for 
hospital Superintendent upon Tanner's elec- 
tion. 

A spirited interview occurred between the 
present and the aspiring Superintendent last 
night, and Dr. Gapen summarily dis- 
charged Dr. Stearns, alleging incompetency. 
Among those who are said to be supporters 
of Dr. Stearns are John Dunn, Secretary of 
the Illinois Central railroad, and John R. 
Walsh of Chicago. 

Dr. Stearns has been two and a half years 
at the hospital, first as physician in charge 
of chronic cases, and then in the acute wards. 
He was promoted to the position of patholo- 
gist and supervisor of examination. Last 
year he was offered the position of patholo- 
gist and supervisor of medical work at the 
Georgia State Insane Hospital, but remained 
here when the trustees added $400 a year 
to his salary. He has also lectured at the 
Northwestern University. He has a pleas- 
ing personality and is a social favorite in 
this city. 

Dr. Stearns and Dr. Gapen declined to talk 
with reference to the matter. Dr. Gapen 
said he was ready to go at any time; that 
he did not expect to remain longer than next 
January; that the institution had been con- 
ducted on a non-partisan basis since he be- 
came Superintendent, and that there were 
more Republicans than Democrgts at the 
hospital, as was shown by the recent elec- 
tion returns from that precinct. 

John R. Tanner and John Dunn passed 
through Kankakee this afternoon, the latter 
being on his way to Duquoin. They were 
joined by Dr. Stearns. 


NATURE SETTLES A CONTROVERSY. 


No More Trouble Over Navigation and 
Water Power in Fox River.

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CALMER ON TRE LAKE. 


WIND AND SEA GO DOWN AND THE 
CHICAGO FLEET GETS AWAY. 


Early Morning Fog Impedes Naviga- 
tion Somewhat, but with That Lift- 
ed Vessel Movements Resume 
Phenomenon of Dead Fish in the 
River—Numerous Disasters Occur 
Down the Lake—Buffalo’s Hard Gale 
~—Fishermen Drowned Of Sandusky. 


* 


The gale which prevailed on the lake on 
Thursday abated sufficiently yesterday 
morning to allow most of the fleet of sailing 
vessels that were in port to get away. They 
were delayed after the wind and sea went 
down, however, by a heavy fog, that settled 
over the water before daylight and continued 
until 10 o’clock. The fog was so thick that 
navigation was almost impossible while it 
lasted, and several boats bound for Chicago 
were compelled to lay outside the piers until 
it lifted. A good-sized fleet came in when 
it finally cleared away. 

Most of the lumber fleet that arrived on 
Thursday were unloaded and ready to de- 
part yesterday, and a light southerly wind 
took many of them down the lake before 
nightfall. At daybreak yesterday morning 
there was hardly a breath of wind on the 
lake, and all semblance of the heavy sea 
of the day before had vanished. 

The storm was the cause of a curious 
phenomenon in Chicago harbor, which was 
a matter of considerable wonder to fisher- 
men’ around the docks, In the Illinois Cen- 
tral slips there were thousands of dead fish, 
which were evidently forced into the harbor 
by the heavy blow. They were smaller than 
the ordinary minnow, and no one seemed to 
know what the species was. They covered 
the entire surface of the two slips, some dis- 
tance frem the mouth of the harbor, and were 
so thick that bushels of them were scooped 
up im dip nets. Nothing of the kind has 
ever been witnessed in the harbor before, 
and the attention of every passer-by was 
attracted to the decidedly unusual sight of 
fish in the Chicago River, 

The schooner Rising Star, with a cargo 
of lumber, was towed into port late last 
night, an evidence of the strength of the 
recent gale on Lake Michigan. The schooner 
was waterlogged and had lost a portion of 
her deck load. The Rising Star was picked 
up off Milwaukee yesterday by the steamer 
Colin Campbell, which brought her into port. 
She was left at the life saving station for 
some time, and later towed up to a dock. 
The schooner is owned by Anna O. Nelson 
of Chicago. | a 


SHIPPING DAMAGED AT BUFFALO.

Wind Reaches a Velocity of Seventy- 
two Miles an Hour. 

Buffalo, N. V., Nov. 6.—Great damage has 
been done to the shipping interests by the 
high wind. The gale continued in gusts 
of high velocity this morning. The canal- 
boat May Sideway while being towed up 
the river from Tonawanda broke her hawser 
and was blown on the rocks along shore. 
The Captain was rescued with a rope, but 
his mules were crushed to death. The boat 
became a total wreck. 

The maximum velocity of the wind hero 
was seventy-two miles an hour, the high- 
est of any point on the lakes. 

The schooner Typo dragged her anchor 
and went on the beach above the termina! 
elevator. The Cascade has gone to get her 
off. The barge C. L. Young ts still pound- 
ing out on Horseshoe Reef. She looks as 
though she had not filled with water and 
her lumber is still aboard, It is not expect- 
ed that she will break up. The Sam Flint 
is on the sand pit near the plier lighthouse. 
She has no cargo and will be released easily. 

The schooner Sam Flint, which was in tow 
of the steamer Fletcher, bound up, broke 
away from her steamer last night in the gale. 
She attempted to run back and to round to 
under the breakwater. In déing so she col- 
lided with the schooner Columbian, lying at 
anchor, and then went ashore. She is with- 
out cargo, and is out three feet. Tugs have 
pulled on her, but were unable to release her. 

The fleet which was waiting for fair weath- 
er got away this afternoon. 

The steamer Mary H. Boyce, bound for 
Milwaukee with a cargo of coal, struck the 
bottom about. 1,500 feet outside the break- 
water tonight. In all it hit the bottom eight 
times. The force of the blows broke the 
main steam pipe and the engineer had a 
narrow escape from being scalded to death. 
The steamer is also leaking, but it is thought 
it can proceed on its voyage. Capt. Mc- 
Gregor, its master, said tonight that he had 
notified the underwriters, and he would do 
as they instructed. He is having repairs 
made to the steam pipe. 

As soon as the sea goes down a tug will go 
after the three steel canal barges which are 
anchored off Dunkirk. 


COREW RESCUED NEAR PORT HOPE. 


Schooner A. J. McBrier Is Stranded but 
May Be Saved. 

Port Hope, Mich., Nov. 6.—[Special.}—The 
schooner A. J. McBrier, loaded with lath 
and bound for Alpena to Sandusky, stranded 
last night during the westerly gale, four 
miles west of this place. The Point Aux 
Barques life-saving crew went to her as- 
sistance in response to signals of distress 
and rescued the crew, including the Cap- 
tain’s family, ten persons in all, and brought 
them here this morning. The schooner may 
be saved if the gale does not shift to the 
northwest. The vessel is owned by her-Cap- 
tain, J. Jones, and is not insured. The 
cargo of lath was owned by Bennett Bros. 
of Sandusky and is insured. 

Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 6.—[Special.]— 
The steering gear of the barge Marcia, bound 
down Lake Huron in tow of the steamer 
Matoa, became disabled in the gale coming 
down Lake Huron and she broke away from 
the steamer. The tugs Thompson and Mar- 
tin were sent to her assistance and succeeded 
in towing her safely into port. Repairs will 
be made here, 


FISHERMEN PERISH IN THE GALE. 


Loss of Life and Destruction of Prop- 
erty Near Sandusky. 
Sandusky, O., Nov. 6.—A heavy storm is 
raging on Lake Erie, and has done great 
damage to shipping and fishing. One of 
Zistel Brothers’ gill-netting sailboats, with 
three men aboard, Henry Mayer, Jacob and 
George Vergt, is missing, and believed to 

have been lost. The men have families. 

Half a dozen other fishboats were upset 
and dismasted. Capt. Mooré of the tug 
Monk picked up the crew of a capsized fish- 
boat just as the occupants were ready to give 
up. The tug Perless also rescued the crews 
of several boats. 

Four lighters, owned by John Stang of 
Lorain, and engaged at the government pier, 
have been lost. Two are sunk in the bay 
and two have gone down in the lake. One 
of the latter capsized and rolled overboard 
valuable machinery. 


WALESUA IS DAMAGED. 


Found in Distress with a Heavy Cargo 
Off Benton Harbor. 

Benton Harbor, Mich., Nov. 6.— [Special. 
In response to a signal of distress given to 
the crew of the steamer Peerless early this 
morning the harbor tug Andy went out 
eighteen miles on the lake and brought in 
the schooner Walesua, which was bound 
from Ludington for South Haven. The 
schooner was struck by the gale on Wednes- 
day night, and being heavily laden with 
lumber was unable to make any port. The 
bow and stern of the vessel are so badly 
damaged that it will be unfit for service the 
remainder of this season. She will be towed 
to South Haven tomorrow. Nothing is heard 
here from the schooner Petrel, which was 
bound for South Haven on Wednesday night 
when the gale came up.

Peters will be extradited for trial speedily. 
‘In his arrest, made on requisition from the 
Eastern city, it ip said a quartet of expert 
bank draft forgers has been finally rounded 
up and run to earth. It is charged that this 
quartet has swindled banks in Chicago as 
well as New York. 

One of the alleged principals of the con- 
spiracy, who gives his name as James 
Thompson, although that is supposed to be 


fictitious, has been for two days in the | 


custody of New York police and has turned 
State’s evidence. Upon his testimony the 
grand jury in that city yesterday found an 
indictment for forgery in the first degree 
against Peters. His capture in Chicago fol- 

The operations of the gang showed great 
shrewdGness, and while the sume ot money 
they have secured have not been large, their 
arrests are considered most important. The 
combination to defraud banks by these 
bogus drafts was formed in the West, the 
members, according to the detectives, were 
Peters, ‘Willis Herbert Connors, W. H. 
Smith, and Thompson. Peters is a litho- 
grapher and did most of the work, and is 
*herefore considered the most dangerous of 
the four men. 


Start in the West. 
For some weeks Pinkerton men have fol- 


lowing the four and they have secured a 


great amount of evidence, The plan of the 
quartet was put into operation last June, 
when, it is charged, Peters made a litho- 
graphic plate of a draft of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago on the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank of New York. Smith and Con- 
nors were traveling through the West, os- 
tensibly as drummers, and Peters would fill 
aut the drafts and send them to the two men, 
who passed them on hotels and business 
houses and even in banks. 

Ohio and Indiana were worked by the two 
men. On Sept. 10 Peters and Smith went to 
New York. They went to the Marlboro 
Hotel, where they registered under the 
names of B. S. Matthews and C. C. Jones of 
Fort Wayne, Ind. While there Peters be- 
gan making a counterfeit draft on the Park 
National Bank of Cleveland, O. After they 
had been in the hotel a few days they de- 
came frightened and left, leaving their 
board unpaid. 

Police Get a Draft. 

Later they took rooms at the Hotel Albert, 
Peters was known as William Pierson and 
Smith as William Rhodes. In the Hotel Al- 
bert they finished the stone and then printed 


the draft. One of these drafts is now in the 
possession of the police. It was filled out 
for $125, and 


urported to be from the Park 
National Bank of Cleveland upon the West- 
ern National Bank of New York, was made 
payable to F. A. Leslie, and was signed 
„ John Sherwin, Cashier.’’ 

Connor was in New York at this time, and 
was speculating with J. R. Willard & Co., 
bankers, under the name of Frank A. Rus- 
sell. Connor owed Willard & Co. $65, and 
he indorsed the draft and got $60 in money 
on it from Willard. 

A number of the drafts on the Western 
National Bank of New York were filled, and 
Smith, who was known as Kid,“ started 
out on the road to pass the. He got as far 
as Port Jervis, N. ., he handed one 
of the drafts to a hoteix_eper. The hotel 
man was too sharp for him, and had him 
arrested. He was sent to jail at Goshen, 
N. T., but managed to break out. Smith 
moved to Buffalo, where he counterfeited 
a draft by the Third National Bank of Buf- 
falo on the Third National Bank of New 
York. 

Operate Extensively in Michigan. 
„Then Smith and Connor went to Michigan, 
where they again posed as traveling men, 
representing A. L. Fairbanks, advertising 
agent in Buffalo. They received bogus let- 
ters inclosing the drafts. These they passed. 
and Peters kept filling them out. 

So extensive were Connor’s operation in 
Michigan that the police got after him and 
finally he was arrested. This was about the 
middle of October and at Flint, Mich. 

He gave evidence against Thompson and 
caused an indictment to be found against 
him tn Michigan. The police of this city 
were notified to arrest Thompson and have 
had him since Monday. 

On Tuesday word was sent to the police in 


] Chicago to arrest Peters. Detective Vallely

Lieut. John Stewart said Fogarty is an old 


offender and is known as being a clever 
safe blower. He has served a term in the 
penitentiary on a charge of burglary. This 
morning he will be arraigned before Justice 
Dooley at the Maxwell Street Police Station.

Mob of Roughs Throws Them from 
Their Wheelbarrows and Friends 
Who Come to Their Assistance Are 
Knocked Down—Assallants Escape 
Arrest by Flight, but Warrants Are 
te Be Sworn Out for Some of Them 
Today. 


S. W. Whynot and John Avery, Stock- 
Yards men who weré advocates of the gold 
standard, were assaulted. and beaten yes- 
terday afternoon by a crowd of hoodlums 


while they were enjoying the satisfaction 


that comes from winning a wager. 

Before the election the two men made an 
election wager with Arthur Lamb and 
George Parsons, employés about the horse 
barns. It was agreed that if McKinley won 
the silver men were to wheel the two gold 
men in wheelbarrows on Forty-third street 
from Halsted to State street and return. If 
Bryan won the silver men were to be wheeled 
over the same course. 

Two wheelbarrows were secured yesterday 
and the start made from Halsted street, The 
procession had gone but a short distance 
when a crowd upset the wheelbarrows and 
threw the gold men out on the ground, and 
when they attempted to get away without 
making any trouble several of the crowd as- 
saulted them. 

In an instant there was great confusion. 
The friends of Whynot and Avery hurried to 
their assistance and were in turn knocked 
down and beaten. Some person threw a 
stone and hit John Murray on the head, 
cutting a deep gash. Then the crowd piled 
on the two gold men and gave them a severe 


beating. In the confusion of the first as- 


sault some person turned in an alarm for 
the patrol wagon, and a moment later it 
reached the scene, but the crowd had warn- 
ing and all escaped arrest by flight. 

Whynot and Avery were taken to the 
Stock-Yards company’s barns and will 
swear out warrants for the arrest of some 
of their assailants. 

Charles Norton, who figured in the Pres- 
idential campaign as one of the local oators 
for the cause of Bryan, stood on the corner 
of Clark and Kinzie street yesterday morn- 
ing and sold twenty-five dozen boxes of 
matches to passers-by. He was paying a 
political bet, and his successful opponent 
and the latter’s friends stood about him and 
made merry at his expense. 

The crowd of interested parties soon at- 
tracted a larger attendance. and an appeal 
was made to the police to arrest Norton for 
selling matches without a city license, but 
the policemen on duty in the 1 gene 
refused to make the arrest, and the bet was 
paid when the last box of matches was dis- 
posed of. 

Charles Cook made an agreement with 
Henry Schrog that if McKinley was elected 
Cook would stand at Ninety-second street 
and Houston avenue and grind a hand-organ 
for eight hours.

JOHN 0. BLAKE DIES OF HIS WOUND. 


Coroner’s Jury Returns an Open Ver- 
dict and Friends Scout the Sug- 
gestion of Suicide. 


John O. Blake, who was found at his home, 
No. 883 Superior street, on Thursday even- 
ing with a bullet wound in his chest, died 
early yesterday morning. The Coroner’s 
jury returned an open verdict. 

Mr. Blake was for seven years the man- 
ager for Gormully & Jeffery, No. 85 Madison 
street. On Thursday evening he returned 
to his home at the usual hour, and after sa- 
luting his wife passed into the dining room. 
Soon a shot was heard, and as Mrs. Blake 
entered the dining room she found her hus- 
band with a bullet wound near the heart. 
He was clutching the corner of the sideboard 
to prevent himself from falling. 

When he was assisted to his room and hfs 
clothing removed a revolver was found in 
the left side pocket of his overcoat. One 
chamber was empty, and the pocket lining 
was powder burned. It is the belief of his 
family and friends that the revolver was 
accidentally exploded. 

Mrs. Blake, who was the first person to 
see her husband after the shot was fired, 
testified that she knew no reason why he 
should take his own life, and said he told 
her before he fell that it was accidental. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow at 
2 p. m. from the family residence. 

The Cycle Board of Trade, of which Mr. 
Blake was President, adopted appropriate 
resolutions of sympathy and condolence at 
a special meeting held yesterday afternoon. 


CICERO MAY BUY AN ELECTRIC PLANT 


Town Board Is to Vote on the Question 
of Municipal Ownership This 
Evening. 


The Town of Cicero will own an electric 
lighting plant if the proposition now before 
the Town Board goes through. The de- 
cision of the Committee of the Whole will 
be handed in at the board meeting tonight. 
The purpose is to light Oak Park and the 
western section of the town. 

For fifteen years the question has been tied 
up by a contract with the Cicero Water 
company. Now that the contract has ex- 
pired three of the trustees insisted that the 
question be voted upon. The trustees are 
Castle, Atridge, and Rearden. A fourth 
vote is necessary, and it is expeoted that 
Trustee Gunthorp will make the fourth. 

The proposed plant will be located either 
at Berwyn and operated in connection with 
the water works system, or a building 
will be erected at Ridgeland. The latter 
plan has received the more favorable con- 
sideration, as it is proposed to erect a new 
station for the Fire Department at that 
point in the near future. 

Plans and specifications from four differ- 
ent companies are under consideration, and 
experts place the cost not to exceed $25,000. 

The present cost of lighting Oak Park is 
over $6,000 a year.

= FIRMS LOSE GOODS BY An 


Blase in a 38 Building at No. 231 


Jackson Street Does Consid- 
_ erable Damage. 


Damage amounting to $25,000 was done last 

night by a fire that broke out at 8 o’cleck in 
the building at No. 231 Jackson street, in the 
wholesale district, and gutted three floors 
of the eight-story building. — 

The building has a frontage of but twenty- 
five feet, and extends north ninety feet to 
a marrow court. The fire burned flercest on 
the upper three floors. When Chief Swenie 
arrived the sixth floor, filled with a valuable 
stock of hats and caps belopging to Lichten- 
etein & Freeman, was a mass of flames, and 
the fire was rapidly spreading upwards and 
downwards. 

It was some time before the firemen could 
get a stream on the blase, and the narrow- 
ness of the building made it useless to turn 
in a second alarm, The flames were fought 


from the fire escape and from an extension ; 


ladder, the smoke from the piles of burning 
cloth making it impossible for the firemen to 
enter the building till the flames had been 
practically subdued. : 

Hundreds of dollars’ worth of. blazing 
cloaks, hats, and dress goods were thrown 
out of the windows to the street, and the 
front of the building soon became festooned 
with long streamers of variously colored 
1 hole * ee and smoked and hindered 

rk o s firemen b 
up in the hose. F 

The fire burned upwards through the 
seventh and eighth floors, completely gut- 
ting them along with the floor on which it 
started, and also burned through to the 
fifth floor. The four streams that were 
finally forced into the building soaked all 
of the stocks which the fire did not reach. 

Charles Barnes, a pipeman belonging to 
Engine Company No. 1, was injured by step- 
ping on a nail, and was removed to his home 
in the Harrison street ambulanee. - 

The chief sufferers by the fire were the 
occupants of the fifth, sixth, seventh, and 
eighth. floors. The building itself, which is 
said to be owned by Leopold Mayer, was 
damaged to the extent of $3,000. 

The Ivorine Collar and Cuff company, 
which occupied the third and fifth floors, 
suffered to the extent of $3,000; Lichtenstein 
& Freeman, manufacturers of hats and caps, 
located on the sixth floor, lost all their 
stock and fixtures, the whole estimated to 
be worth $8,000; S. Wise, who occupied the 
eighth floor, also lost. all his stock of dress 


22 and cloaks, estimated at $5,000, and 


C. Lum & Co., printers, located on the 
seventh floor, lost about $5,000 worth of stock 
and fixtures. 

In addition, Fleishers, Bros., agents, lo- 
cated on the second floor, and J. W. Demer- 
est’s saloon on the first floor lost about 
$1,000 by — and water. 

All the losses are covered by insurance, it 
was said last night. The origin of the fire 
is unknown. 


HEALY AND STRUCKMAN HAYE A SPAT. 


Warm Words Exchanged at the Meet- 
ing of the Public Service Com- 
mittee of the County Board. 


Hot words passed between President 
Healy and Commissioner Struckman at the 
meeting of the Public Service committee 
yesterday. The former also intimated that 
some of the Commissioners were trying to 
get the Champion Iron Works of Canton, O., 
to delay work on thé cell contract at the 
County Jail so a more favorable one may 
be given it. 

The trouble arose over a resolution intro- 
duced by Commissioner Allen authorizing 
President Healy and the County Architect 
to visit the plant of the Champion Iron 
Works at Canton and ascertain the cause 
of delay in the delivery of the steel at the 
County Jail; to see what has been done 
and what is to be done, and whether the 
company is trying to live up to its contract, 
and appropriating $50 for the trip. 

President Healy moved that Commissioner 
Allen’s name be substituted for his own. 

Commissioner Struckman said he didn’t 
believe in spending the county’s money in 
that way. 

Commissioner Kunstman moved an 
amendment allowing all the board to go to 
Canton and visit McKinley. 

Mr. Struckman ‘then. moved to table the 
resolution and Mr. Healy started to explain 
the object of the resolution. He said he 
had learned from a good source that some 
members of the board had offered to make 
an inducement to the contractor to change 
from laminated steel to some cheaper ma- 
terial. This, he understood, was the real 
cause of the delay, and he wanted to learn 
whether there was any truth in these 
charges. 

Commissioner Struckman wanted to know 
what Mr. Healy meant by such insinuations. 
He wanted an impartial committee sent to 
Canton, if one at all. He said he wanted an 
outsider to investigate the condition of 
things at/the foundry. 

President Healy took Mr. Struckman's re- 
marks as a personal thrust and replied: : 

Some member of the committee, I see, 
still has considerable bile on his stomach 
and vents his gall on me. I thought that 
would have been worked off during the cam- 
paign. He is objecting to the resolution be- 
cause my name appeared init. I have faith 
in what Mr. Allen will do and I call for the 
amendment.”

Litigation was begun yesterday morning 
for the first time in the Cook County courts 
involving the failure of the Moores. 

The National Shoe and Leather Bank of 
New York City filed an assumpsit suit, 
nominally for $50,000, against William H. 
and J. H. Moore. The suit is really to re- 
cover $7,169, being the balance claimed to 
be due the bank on a loan of $50,000 made 
to the Moores on July 20. 

When the loan was made collateral consist- 
ing of Diamond Match stock to the value of 
$66,000 was deposited with the bank. The 
note was not paid on demand and the bank 
sold the collateral at public auction for 
$41,535 and credited the defendants with 
$1,282, the balance of their account and 
$825 interest. The plaintiffs now seek to 
recover a balance of $7,169.

New York, Nov. 6—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say:

It could not be in any fair degree re- 
flected as yet in transactions or in records, 
but there is ample evidence already that a 
crushing weight has been lifted and rolled 
away, and the business world has begun to 
adjust itself to a state of freedom and se- 
curity which it has not known for years.

Congressman 
Belknap was present part of the time, and 
he and his opponent in the Third District, 
Mr. Darrow, were both represented all the 
time, for their case is the only one that is 
close enough to need special watching, and, 
as it turned out, there were several changes 
in the vote of both of these candidates dur- 
ing the progress of the count. 

The changes referred to were due to cler- 
ical errors on the part of those who sent in 
the unofficial returns. The official count 
shows that Belknap’s total vote in the First 
Ward is 3,864, instead of 3,871, as unofficially 
reported, a loss of 7 votes. But his opponent 
fares worse. Darrow’s vote in the First 
Ward is 3,663, instead of 3,691, as unofficially 
reported, a loss of 38. 


Belknap Gains on the Count. 


In the official count of the first four pre- 
cincts of the Second Ward, as canvassed 


also Darrow is still more unfortunate, for 
his loss is 44 votes.. This makes a total loss 
for Darrow of 82, and a total loss for Belk- 
nap of 11. The latter therefore has a net 
gain over Darrow of 71 votes, increasing 
his plurality from 97 to 168 so far. 

No other material changes have occurred 
thus far in the progress of the count. How- 
ever, one noticeable fact has been devel- 
oped, and that is that the first Presidential 
Elector named on several of the tickets has 
materially outstripped his party associates. 

The explanation of this is that a good 
many voters, notwithstanding the careful 
instructions given,’ marked a cross in the 
first square at the top of the ticket instead 
of in the circle, thus having his vote cast for 
one Presidential Elector only and losing it 
in so far as all other offices are concerned.

A slight advance in sheetings and print 
cloths is the only change which yet appears 
in the market for cotton 

Practically no change has appeared in 
woolens, but the reported purchases of wool, 
including one of 11,000, pounds of terri- 
tory, said to have been made by asyndicate, 
amounted to 18,561,000 unds, against 5,- 
621,350 last year, and 8,215,000 in 1892. The 
average of prices rose about half a cent in 
October, and since September 1,104 quota- 
tions by Coates Bros. have risen from 12.16 
to 12.92 cents, or 6.3 per cent.

BUSINESS BEGINS TO BE BETTER. 


Improved Tone Felt Immediately After 
Election. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Business was practically suspended 
throughout the country early this week, and 
there has been little increase in the volume 
since the election compared with like periods 
in preceding weeks But manufacturers and 
jobbers are more inclined to purchase in 
advance instead of for nearby wants only, 
and in a few lines, notably wool, cotton, tron, 
and steel, a larger volume of purchases is 
reported.

Numerous 
industrial establishments which have started 
up within two days r being offered 
large orders if they would sell for 1897 deliv- 
ery at present prices Many Rhode Island 
manufacturers report preparations for a 
larger output than ted, and that 
orders received contingent on election re- 
sults, notably in the lumber and jewelry 
lines, are now being filled. Owing to the 
lateness of the season few have regarded the 
outlook as Bromising much in the nature of 
a boom during the current year. 
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BUYING ORDERS FOLLOW ELECTION. 
Mavement of the Stock Market Since 
Result Was Known. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Bradestreet’s review of 

the stock market tomorrow will say: 

“On Tuesday evening when the returner 
made the result at the polls sufficiently plain, 
large buying orders were cabled to London. 
Some estimates put the orders at as high as 
100,000 shares of stock, and orders.for about. 
50,000 were executed. This caused a general 
advance in the American department. When 
our own market opened on Wednesday morn-. 
ing it was in a decidedly enthusiastic mood 
and the first quotations were from 2 to 7 
points above the close on Monday, 

“The disposition of the professional ele- 
ment to take profits on purchases made prior 
to the election was marked, and prices 
promptly receded from the opening. This 
selling was, however, met by purchases by 
interests which had kept out of the market 
over the election, and by a fair volume of 
commission house purchases. On Thursday, 
however, the market seemed to be under a 
reactionary influence. The fact that some 
States were in alleged doubt produced cau- 
tion and hesitation, while rumors of possible 
intervention by our government in Cuba re- 
sulted in the further liquidation of long ac- 
counts and induced more or less bear ing. 


The net result being a considerable reaction 
on the market.

It is nothing less thar 
that corporations shall pay all the taxes 
In an interview he said: 

When I go Hast again I am going to look 
up a proposed law in Massachusetta It is 
one which is designed to make the corpora- 
tions of the State pay all of the taxes. That 
would do away entirely with this trouble 
over equalization that rises every year. A 
President of a national bank in Boston told 
me of that law, and he indorsed it, too, add- 
ing that the best business-men of the State 
were in favor of it.

udents of botany, whether beginners or 
experts, will rejoice in this truly monumental 
work. It is the first complete illustrated 
flora to be published in this country. Its 
distinguishing feature, at first glance, is 
its multitudinous outline illustrations. Every 
one ‘of the 4,000 species described is clearly 
illustrated in connection with the text. But 
the whole system of classification has also 
been revolutionized, in conformity with the 
now universally accepted principles of or- 
ganic evolution. What Prof. Elliot Coues 
did for ornithology Dr. Britton and Judge

considerably freer from slime and foul odors, 
more at peace with self and mankind. If 
one is conscious of having a modicum of 
originality or creative power, he can then 
walk the streets with an air of self-confi- 
dence, without being haunted with the idea 
that he is being trailed by degenerate-scent- 
ing sleuths, and that the madhouse is his 
destination. 

Dr. Hirsch is not as entertaining a writer 
as Dr. Nordau. He lacks the latter’s versa- 
tility, his chic, his unique expressions and 
comparisons. Speaking in terms borrowed 
from the theme of the two writers one might 
say Dr. Hirsch is less the degenerate than 
Dr. Nordau. In different terms one might 
say that Nordau’s bock was written to sell, 
and Hirsch’® to fefute a dangerous and de- 
grading doctrine. Therein lies one of the 
exoellencies of the latter work. 

‘Dr. Hirsch abjures all striving for effect, 
and bases all he says on a careful analysis 
of facts. His contention is that Lombroso, 
Nordau, and their ilk sin in making sweep- 
ing generalizations without adequate facts 
and enunciating positive dicta without proof. 
Their works are à tissue of contradictions 
and baseless assertions. In short, they 
are of the brood of “* pompous: faols who 
get a notion, trick it out with the tinsel of 
specious, catchy rhetoric, and foist it upon 
the public as a new discovery, when a line, 
of honest inquiry, shorn of the character- 
istics of dilettanteism, would convince them 
their new discovery was, the word-worn 
sophistry of pseudo-science. Says Dr. 
Hirsch in closing his chapter on genius and 
insanity: 

„The genius of the truly great man out- 
strips, with its great wing strokes. the rest 
of the flock. Those who cannot keep up with 
him eannot comprehend him. They are puz- 
zled at first, and finally set him down as 
a fool. In short, they confound genius and 
insanity.”’ : 

Nordau, with Hirsch, is of the rest of the 
flock. He has not kept up, cannot keep up 
with the processiofN. Whatever he approves, 
whatever he likes, whatever he compre- 
hends gets theseal ot his indorsement. What- 
ever he does not comprehend, whatever he 
does not like, whatever he does not apprive 
—* pointed beards, partings of the hair, 
and cuts of clothes “-—is laid to the charge 
of a diseased mind. Says Hirsch: 

„% No doubt Nordau iinds in his ‘ mentally 
decayed contemporaries’ all the symptems 
of degeneration which Morel. Magnan, and 
others have described. But his way of em- 
ploying the conceptions of psychiatry marks 
his complete dilettanteism. Every collector 
who, with a collector’s passion, buys old 
bric-A-bravw, suffers, according to Nordau, 
from oniomania, or the mania for purchas- 
ing. Whoever occupies himself more with 
any matter than Dr. Nordau deems fitting 
has imperative ideas. Whoever writes what 
Dr. Nordau does not approve is a grapho- 
maniac. Whoever composes a drama of love 
suffers from erotomania. Whoever opens 
the discussion of a problem concerning 
which Dr. Nordau has formed his opinion 
suffers from the mania for disputation or 
the mania for doubt. In this way it is easy 
in any given man to detect any given symp- 
tom of insanity-’ 

Thus to Hirsch Nordau is more the humor- 
ist or the crank than the man of science, 
Nordau, he says, fails to give a single plausi- 
ble reason for treating modern customs, 
fashions, manners, art as symptoms of ad- 
vanced degeneracy and hysteria—that is, a 
single reason on the basis of facts used as 
a scientific investigator would use them. 

In art, in literature, in the many isms 
that Nordau has sprung upon the public in 
his book, Hirsch traces the thought and 
points out the shallowness of the reasoning. 
Sometimes he handles a scalpel and some- 
times a meat-ax, but whatever the instru- 
ment the stroke is a body blow for the 
apostles of degeneracy. One feels after read- 
ing the book that, despite what Nordau has 
said to thé contrary, Tolstoi has a grain of 
common sense and Ibsen is not quite a 
lunatic; that Manet, the impressionist, was 
not bereft of reason when he founded his 
school of painting, or Carl Gussow, the'real- 
ist, either: that Wagner was not a victim of 
Sadism and did not produce his works in 


erotic madness; that, to cut a long story 


short, Nordau & Co. are a little bit touched 
themselves with a madness not divine, 


Typical Street Characters. 
Street Types of Great American Cities. 
By Sigmund Krausz. Illustrated. The 
Werner company. 

A remarkable unity of tone and much real 
artistic talent characterize this unique col- 
lection of photographic reproductions and of 
literary sketches. Mr. Krausz has not only 
done the difficult work of collecting the 
photographs of these street types, but has 
written many of the bright and philosoph- 
ical word sketches that accompany the print- 
ed pictures. The unusual animation of the 
pictures and the humorously tolerant tone 
of the text are alike surprising and pleasing. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch contributes an appre- 
ciative preface, in which he hits the point 
by saying that “the artist has caught the 
inspiration of his subjects." A lazy man 
would groan at the mere thought of how 
many weeks and months Mr. Krausz must 
have haunted dingy alleys and crowded thor- 
oughfares, and how many rebuffs and fail- 
ures he must have experienced before 
finally securing these speaking snap shots.

Brown and their associates have now done 
for botany.» 

The territory covered by this great work 
extends from thé Atlantic to the western 
boundary of Kansas, and from Newfound- 
land to the southern boundary of Virginia. 
The flora of the whole northern portion of 
the Great Plains is included, 

Dr. Britton, who has written the text, is 
emeritus professor of botany in Columbia 
Univepsity, and director-in-chief of the New 
York Botanical Garden. Judge Addison 
Brown, who inspired the work, is President 
of the Torrey Botanical club. The drawings, 
which are unusually graceful and exact, 
were done under Dr. Britton’s supervision, 
chiefly by F. Emil. The system of classifi- 
cation is essentially that of the latest Ger- 
man botanical authorities. 

The unique value of such a work lies as 
much in its discarding of the special-crea- 
tion theories of the old classifiers as in the 
inestimable convenience of the illustrations. 
Amateurs will appreciate the latter, scien- 
tists the former. Scarcely on varter of 
the species that are drawn to the life in this 
work have ever been figured before. .The 
text, while showing the effects of compari- 
son with all previous works, is no less orig- 
inal from the ground up. One may readily 
believe that this magnum opus has required 
six years of diligent industry. 

The new classification begins with the low- 
est orders and ascends the scale—the re- 
verse of the system followed by Dr. Gray 
and the rest. Ferns, horsetails, grasses, 
sedges, orchids—these indicate the sequence 
of families in the first volume. The Latin 
nomenclature and the technical terms that 
appall the uninitiated are all here in the most 
approved scientific style, but the beginner 
will also find the familiar common names, 
and with the aid of these and of the excel- 
lent pictures he may soon be lured to learn 
the scientific lingo almost unconsciously. 

The work should find an enthusiastic 
welcome in the private study as well as in 
the college class-room. The other two vol- 
umes of the work are to appear from the 
press ina few weeks. 


Stories for Children. 
Short stories for Short People. By Alicia 
Aspinwall. E. P.. Dutton & Co. 

Parents who are fastidious as to the qual- 
ity of the literature which is to be read by 
or to the younger members of their flocks 
fnd no little difficulty in selecting books 
which are well adapted to the little folks 
between the ages of 5and 8 years. At this 
period the average child has discovered the 
inanity of most of his babyhood tales, yet 
te is not ripe for the stories of wholesome 
adventure and stirring action, For such 
Mrs, Aspinwall’s book will prove a boon. 

As Thomas Wentworth Higginson says 
in a preface to the book, These stories are 
bits of that pure imagination of which the 
vest types are to be found in Grimm's Col 
lection of German Household Tales’ and of 
which the line was so well continued by 
Hans Andersen. Many have tried to fol- 
low in the same path, but none, it seems t4 
me, have done it so well as Mrs. Aspinwall. 
Mer stories have that pure impossibility in 
which children delight, that fresh vigor 
which carries attention along, and that sug- 
gestion which even children: vaguely feel 
of deeper meanings. That is the test of a 
fantasy piece, that it has something for all: 
it rouses a whole swarm of analogies and 
suggestions, yielding a moral when the 
author sought only innocent fun and the 
delights of narration.“ 

The lover of childhood and the lover of 


creative imagination may alike find pleas- 
ure in this book. 


Essays by Prof. Jordan. 
Science Sketches. By David Starr Jor- 
dan. A. C. McClurg & Co. 

The second and enlarged edition of Prof. 
D. 8. Jordan's ‘Science Sketches” is a 
neat volume of nearly 300 pages. Its con- 
tents include the best of the essays that 
made up the earlier volume, with several 


newer ones that do not render the book’ 


any less interesting. Two or three of those 
retained from the earlier edition form an 
excellent introduction to the study of the 
fresh water fishes of this country, and one 
ef the additions, ‘‘ How the Trout Came to 
California.“ is a study of ichthyological his- 
tory along the same general lines. 
All the papers in the book have a bear 
ing on subjects of natural history or the 
geological record, and thus fall naturally 
under the head indicated by its title, with 
one sole exception, The Fate of Iciodor- 
um is an imaginative—perhaps the au- 
thor would prefer to call it prophetic—sort 
of skit on certain economic —— or poli- 
cies. However well written it may be, it 
seems a little out of place In the volume. 
Prof. Jordan stands among the foremost 
in his specialty of natural history and a 
book like this from his pen is worth much 
more than the production of an ordinary 
popularizer of scientific subjects. He has 
the art, moreover, of presenting his sub- 
jects very attractively and almost any one 
would find the present volume pleasant as 
well as instructive reading.

Amelia Barr’s Novel. : 
A Knight ot the Nets. By Amelia E. 
Barr. Dodd, Mead & Co. . 

The plot of “A Knight of the Nets is sim- 
ple and the dramatis persone are few. 
Janet Binnie, who lives with other fisher folk 
in a Fifeshire village, has a daughter, Chris- 
tina, and a son, Andrew. One is handsome 
and the other closefisted. Christina has a 
sweetheart whom she marries after the 
proper allowance of preliminary trials and 
tribulations has been consumed. Andrew 
has a sweetheart, Sophy. A young: laird 
with an estate, and also a mother who has 
no redeeming traits, falls in love with Sophy 
and he marries her. This was partly Andrew's 
fault, for Sophy liked ease and comfort, 
fine raiment, and rings. If Andrew had told 
her he was saving up his maney to buy a 


‘fine fishing steamer, and that her life with 


him would not be as poverty-stricken as she 
had expected, she would not have listened 
to the opulent young gentleman. But An- 
drew kept the good news for a surprise, and 
kept it until it lost all value. 

Under the malign influences of the mother- 
in-law Sophy faded away. The former inter- 
cepted letters from the husband, poisoned 
his mind against his wife, and was guilty 
of all the mean arts which high-born ladies 


are understood to practice when they have 


low-born daughters-in-law. So Sophy went 
into consumption, and when dead was 
mourned deeply by her repentant husband, 
who, from a sense of duty, soon married an- 
other woman. 

The loss of his sweetheart and some other 
misadyentures, had a good effect on An- 
drew’s disposition. They softened his stingy 
nature and taught him that money was 
meant for spending and not for saving. 
Finally he bullt a mission ship to sail with 
the North Sea fleet and named the vessel 
after his lost love. 

The best character in the book is Janet, 
the mother. She says bright things and does 
not utter them in an unintelligible dialect, 
though the characters are Scotch. They are 
allowed to talk plain English, as a rule. 
According to Mrs. ‘Binnie, the first.calami- 
ty is to be born a woman, it sets the door 
open for every other sorrow.”’ She did not 
like the way he had behaved toward Sophy. 

Nobody but himself must have word or 
look from her, and lassie just wearied of him. 
Why wouldn't she? He put himself and 
her in a circle, and then made it wilderness 
all round about it. And Sophy wanted com- 
pany, for when a gir! says ‘a man ts a)! the 
world to her she doesn’t mean that nobody 
else is to come into her world. She would 
be a wicked lass if she did.“ 

When Christina comes to have children she 
complains that whenever she checks or 
scolds them her mother always takes their 
part, and the latter replies as other grand- 
mothers may have felt like replying, ‘because 
you never know when a bairn is to blame 
and when its mother is:to blame. I forgot 
to teach you that lesson.“ 

“A Knight of the Nets” does not soar 
quite-as high as Friend Olivia,” but it is 
none the worge reading for that reason. 


Lincoln’s Life in Verse. : 

Dr. J. H. Beidier of this State, a personal 
friend of Lincoln, has written a sort of epic 
poem on Lincoln’s life and deeds.- Though 
Dr. Beidler handles his subject with the 
highest enthusiasm, it cannot be said that 
his verses contain the true poetic fire. It ie 
a cleverly versified history that he has given 
us, zather than a hero-inspired poem. His 
muse is too didactic and scientific to soar far 
into the empyrean. He has also erred in 
making Lincoln recount his own achileve- 
ments in a ‘*‘ heroic address before the celes- 
tial portals.“ It is too hard a röle for any 
hera, even Lincoln. But there is a good deal 
of 6 lrly meritorious writing in Dr. Beidler's

NOW A MATCH DIRECTOR. 


GEORGE H. WEBSTER IS IN THE DIA-~- 
MOND MATCH BOARD. 


James Hopkins Resigns at Directer 
and Is Elected Second Vice-Presi- 
dent to Make Room for Mr. Armour’s 
Representative—Rumors of the Sald 
of Match Control Are Revived—Al- 
ley “JJ? Steck Takes a Spurt—Divi- 
dend of 11 Per Cent for Chicago Gas. 


George H. Webster was yesterday elected 
a director of the Diamond Match company. 


James Hopkins of St. Louis, who has been on 


the board for some time, resigned as a di- 
rector to make room for Mr. Webster. Mr. 
Hopkins does not leave the company, how- 
ever, as he was elected Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, a position formerly held by James H. 
Moore. The election of Mr. Webster to the 
directory is evidence that the misun- 
derstandings between President Barber on 
the one side, and George M. Pullman and P. 
D. Armour, on the other side, have come to 
an end, Mr. Webster going in as a representa- 
tive of P. D. Armour. Whether there will be 
any further changes to make room for a 
representative of George M. Pullman is not 
known. The big stockholders who acquired 
their holdings during the recent speculation 
in Diamond Match are assured of representa- 
tion in the board. Mr. Webster was former- 
ly a partner of P. D. Armour, and his rela- 
tions with Mr. Armour are known to be close. 
He became a director of the New York Bis- 
cuit company, and also a Treasurer of that 
company after the recent failure in the 
speculation in that stock, and it was under- 
stood he went on the board as a personal 
representative of Mr. Armour, and of those 
who are interested with him in holdings of 
Biscuit stock. 

There was a rumor in the stock market yes- 
terday regarding Diamond Match, which 
brought back recollections of the days when 
Match stock was climbing up towards 250. 
At that timedt was said Bryant & May, the 


big English match manufacturers, were de- 


sirous of obtaining control of the Diamond 


Match company, and that it had been ar- 


ranged to place at least 20,000 shares with 
and through the officials of the Bryant & 
May company. Yesterday’s report was that 
Bryant & May were still desirous of obtain- 
ing control of the Match company, and that 
they would pay $200 a share for 60 per cent 
of the stock. The story was credited to 
George M. Pullman, who could not be seen 
to confirm or deny it. Under the stimulus 
of this and a considerable demand for the 
stock match quotations went up from an 
opening at 130% to 132%, with the close at 
the top. There were sales of 740 shares of 
Match stock during the day. 


Activity im Alley “L” Stock. 


Alley L“ stock, the much deri 
curity which sold down 81 a Foe yor the 
par value of $100, took a spurt yesterday 
and became the most active on the market. 
There had been a sale the previous day at 
$1.50 a share and yesterday it opened at 
278. and after declining to 2 it closed at 2. 
There was a meeting yesterday of the com- 
mittee representing the first mortgage bond- 
holders of the Alley L.“ The meeting was 
held late in the afternoon and it was for the 
purpose of discussing the plans of reargani- 
zation. These plans were not made public, but 
it was said to havebeen adiscussionofa num- 
ber of plans which members desired to pre- 
sent. The plan that meets with the ap- 
proval of the first mortgage bondholders’ 
committee must go to the committee repre- 
senting the extension bondholders, and if 
that committee sees fit to accept it the 
matter will then be ready for adoption. 
The two committees have power to take 
whatever steps they may consider neces- 
sary. It is probable, however, the matter 
will be submitted to the bondholders for ap- 
proval before it is carried into execution. 
It was said yesterday one of the plans which 
have met with favor at the hands of the 
other of the members of the committee pro- 
vides for the reorganization of the property 
without fixed charges. This would mean 
the company would use the surplus now 
on hand for the changing of the line to an 
electric road, and any portion of the ex- 
pense which could not be met from the com- 
pany's surplus would either be raised by as- 
sessment or be borrowed. The fact that the 
stock was in demand showed a belief on 
the part of buyers that in the reorganiza- 
tion of the company the stockholders in 
the old company will be allowed to partici- 
pate. Unless this is done the stock will be 
valueless. There were sales altogether 
of 1,405 shares of Alley “L,” which ex- 
ceeded by 400 shares the largest sale of any 
other security. It is probable some plan of 
reorganization will be decided upon by the 
two committees during the present month. 


Dividend on Chicago Gas Stock. 


The Chicago Gas company has at last de- 
clared its long expected dividend. Instead 
of being 6 or 8 per cent as some seemed will- 
ing to believe the dividend was 1% per cent. 
The announcement was made, however, that 
this was a quarterly dividend and that it 
was the intention of the company to continue 
paying dividends at this rate. The company 
has a considerable surplus which even the 
declaring of a dividend at 1% per cent will 
not seriously affect. The surplus of the Chi- 
cago Gas company is to a considerabie ex- 
tent in bills receivable, which, with the mon- 
ey on hand, makes a splendid showing for 
the company, but a good portion of it is yet 
to be collected. More than $568,000 {s due 
the company by the city and the city is in 
no position at present to pay this. Chicago 


Gas stock was strong during the day, how- 


ever, selling up to 78% before the close. It 
was evident the news had been largely dis- 
counted before it had been received officially 
and some were disappointed the divdend was 
not larger. 

The Yerkes stocks yesterday were exceed- 
ingly strong, West Chicago got up to within 
3% points of the price at which it closed on 
Aug. 3. From an opening at 02% it ad- 
vanced to 99, closing at 97. The close on 
Aug. 3 was at 102%, thus showing a differ- 
ence of only 3% points.

All lines of business are warming up. Idle 
men are being called back to work by thou- 
sands. Wages are being raised. Real es- 
tate is advancing in value. In Chicago 
alone twenty millions will be invested in 
new buildings during the next twelve 
months, and the work would begin at once 
were we not on the verge of winter. From 
‘every quarter comes the same good news. 
The lighting of the fires in the great Tona- 
wanda iron mills in New York by Maj. 
McKinley was only a case among hun- 
dreds of others. Iron and steel mills and 
machinery and toolmaking plants all over 


the Empire State have resumed work. In 


Maryland mills and car shops have started 
up. In Kentucky the car works, the wool- 
en mills, and the mines are already actively 
at work after months of idleness, In Ohio 
work has begun on cars and engines and 
packet companies are ordering new steam- 
boats. The great steel and iron mills of 
Pennsylvania have started up, giving work 
to thousands of men, The woolen and cot- 
ton mills of Massachusetts are once more in 


the full tide of activity. Old factories in 


Illinois, Wisconsin, and Iowa are reopening 
and new ones are preparing for the boom. 
In West Virginia the dinner pai) brigade 
is marching on fulltime. The chimneys of 
the big iron mills of Alabama are covering 
that Democratic region with Republican 
smoke. In Connecticut and Indiana thou- 
sands of men have been set to work. Even 
in free silver ridden Colorado new rail- 
roads are starting and millions of money 
are on the road to investment. Even the 
lone fisherman of Bath has felt the Repub- 
lican boom and will make large profits the 
next four years. Even the Boy Orator of 
the Platte has had an offer of 25,000 honest 
100-cent dollars for his services. 

If the laboring men who are the bene- 
ficiaries of McKinley’s election and who 
voted for Bryan could have believed that 
this election would have returned them to 
their old jobs and given them new ones, 
with no reduction of wages and in some in- 
stances with an advance, and that this im- 
provement would have come so suddenly, 
it would have added another million to Mc- 
Kinley's popular plurality. Some of them 
had no work at all and the bulk of them 
were working on half time. They were 
scared about their positions, They did not 
understand what had produced it. They 
were told by Bryan and the demagogues 
who traveled in his train that it was all the 
effect of the gold standard, that there was 
no gold except what the rich had, that it 
was appreciating rapidly, that the pluto- 
erats had cornered it, and that there was 


no way to get back to prosperous times ex- 


cept by driving out gold and adopting free 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.

which was destroying them and which, if 
they had been successful, would have 
brought about a ruinous panic in place of 

the industrial boom which they arc now en- 
joying. The probability now is, however, 
that if the election were to be held next 
Tuesday and these deluded men bad the 
benefit of their present experience there 
would have been two million instead of one 
million plurality for McKinley. There 
would not have been a doubtful Northern 
or border State. The only States which 
Bryan could have carried would have been 
the extreme Southern cotton States and 
the silver mining States. Chicago alone 
should have given McKinley 100,000 ma- 
jority, and would have done so if the work- 
ingmen had fully understood the issue. The 
Sixth, Ninth, Sixteenth, Nineteenth, and 
Twenty-ninth Wards would have rolled up 
sound money majorities by thousands had 
the workingmen in those wards not been 
deluded by Bryan and Altgeld. They now 
see, when the fear that the free silver 16 
to 1 policy might prevail has passed away, 
that prosperity has come like a flash.

CHAIRMAN JONES’ LAST MANIFESTO. 

It is not strange that the Popocratic Na- 
tional committee should have made many 
fraudulent statements during the campaign. 
The cause it supported was itself a colossal 
fraud, and only falsehoods could be used 
in its advocacy. 

It is the custom of most practical politi- 
cians “ to drop campaign lies after the cam- 
paign is over, observing placidly that they 
were “ good enough Morgans until the elec- 
tion was over.“ Chairman Jones does not 
belong to that school, however. The ante- 
election misstatements are repeated by him 
even after he concedes McKinley's elec- 
tion. He alleges that it— 

Was brought about by every kind of coercion 
and intimidation on the part of the money power, 
including threats of lockouts and dismissals and 
impending Starvation; by the employment of by 
far the largest campaign fund ever used in this 


country; and by the subornation of a large por- 
tion of the American press. 


What paper was suborned? What work- 
ingman was coerced or intimidated? In 
what State did “ coercion” take an Elect- 
oral vote from Bryan and give it to McKin- 
ley? Illinois gives McKinley a plurality of 
143,000. Were the workmen who helped 
to make that vast majority coerced? Where 
does he find his evidence of it? Wisconsin 
gives a plurality of about 100,000. Were 
over 50,000 workingmen coerced there? 
Iowa gives McKinley nearly 70,000 over 
Bryan. Were they, too, coerced? Were 
the 50,000 majority in Ohio coerced ? 

There was no coercion anywhere on the 
part of the employers. Not one has been 
named. Had there been any Chairman 
Jones of Arkansas would have given wide 
publicity to the details. What the employ- 
ers did was to tell the truth, and many of 
their employés believed them; but many of 
them voted for Bryan and bad money. 

The employers stated that there would 
be less work if Bryan was elected and his 
50-cent dollar scheme put in force—that they 
had large orders to fill, but they were con- 
tingent on his defeat. Some stated that 
they should close their factories or run 
them with fewer men if the currency were 
knocked down to the 50-cent basis, because 
they could not then go on with business. 
They would have had to do so. Thousands 
of them would have been forced to the wall 
or made bankrupts by Bryanism. 

But in this there was neither coercion nor 
intimidation. If the employé disbelieved his 
employer he was at liberty to mark his 
secret ballot for Bryan, which many of 
them did, The Australian ballot perfectly 
protected him. If he believed the employer 
and yet preferred to vote himself out of 
work by voting for Bryan the secrecy of the 
Australian ballot protected him. 

As for the whine about the “ employment 
of the largest campaign fund ever known,” 
that was well enough during the election. 
Now that it is over, why does not Chair- 
man Jones owa up to the notorious fact of 
the receipt of $625,000 from the silver mine 
trust syndicate, to be used exclusively for 
* fine work 7 : 

At the close of his statement Chairman 
Jones announces that “the Democratic 
party, aided by its present allies [the Popu- 
lists], will still uplift the bimetallic [7] 
standard and bear it on to victory.“ 

After the thorough whipping Senator 
Jones’ fusion party has received he and it 
might as well quit sailing under false col- 
ors. It has not “uplifted the bimetallic 
standard.” It is not in favor of bimetal- 
lism, which is the concurrent circulation of 
gold and silver dollars on terms of equal 
purchasing power. A 50-cent free silver 
dollar and a 100-cent gold dollar do not con- 
stitute“ bimetallism.” ; 

Senator Jones’ fusion party is for mono- 
metallism and a 50-cent silver currency, the 
fluctuating value of which will be regulated 
daily by the money changers of Lombard 
street. That fact might as well be owned 
up to now. What is the use of further de- 
ception and falsification? Nobody can be 
deceived by it who has sense enough to come 
in out of the wet when it rains. 


BRYAN’S MANIFESTO. 

Mr. Bryan has again addressed himself 
to the free silver monometallists, this time 
not from the rear platform of a railroad 
train to a crowd, but from the quiet seclu- 
sion of his own home. His effusion, how- 
ever, shows that overwhelming defeat has 
had no chastening effect upon him yet. He 
is just as illogical, sophistical, erroneous, 
and evasive in his own library as he was 
when hopscotching over the country and 
exhibiting himself to the public view a 
dozen times a day. 

Mr. Bryan begins his screed with the 
declaration that the Republican candidate 
has been heralded as the advance agent of 
prosperity,” and that “if his policy brings 
prosperity those who opposed him will share

They are sharing it already. Before a 
week has elapsed confidence has been mar- 
velously restored and prosperity has 
begun with a rush. 

He says “the friends of bimetallism 
have not been vanquished; they have sim- 
ply been overcome.” Here Mr. Bryan is 
grossly mistaken. The bimetallists ha ve 
won the victory. The silver monometallists 
were overwhelmingly defeated. 

Again says Mr. Bryan: The loss of a 
“few States, and that, too, by a very small 
“ plurality, has defeated bimetollism [71 
“for the present, but bimetallism I 71 
“emerges from the contest stronger than 
“it was four months ago.“ What does the 
man mean? Does he call’a million plu- 
rality of the popular vote against him a 
“small” plurality? Does he call more than 
a hundred majority of the Electoral vote 
a “small majority”?

He does not mean bimetallism, 
but free silver at the ratio of 16 to i, 
fifty-cent menometallism, the value of the 
fluctuating 50-cent dollars to be fixed by the 
plutocrats of Lombard street. That is what 
his words mean, 

He says: “ During the next four years 
it will be studied all over this Nation even 
more than it has been studied in the past.” 
He is right in that. It will be studied, but 
it won't need four years to convince the free 
silver dupes of the folly he has sought to 
impose on them, They are finding it out 
now. They are seeing the truth of genuine 
bimetallism, which we have now, in the 


light of the furnace and rolling mills and 


factory fires, which were put out by the fear 
that his free silver monometallism, with its 
debasement of the dollar down to the bullion 
value of the silver in it, and the fluctuating 
price of the latter as determined by Lom- 
bard street, might become the policy of the 
government, 

Bryan has evidently learned nothing from 
his overwhelming defeat. He may learn 
nothing during the next four years, but 
that is of little consequence.

WHAT THE 1896 CHICAGO .PLATFORM 


DID FOR THE DEMOCRATS. 


In 4892 the Democratic national conven- 


tion met in this city on the Lake-Front and 
adopted a platform which set forth the old, 
familiar articles of the party faith, and 
which declared also that— 

The dollar unit of colnage of both metals must 


be of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, or be 
adjusted through international agreement or by 
such safeguards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals and 
the equal power of every dollar at all times inthe 


market and in the payment of debts. 

The plank was stronger fof sound money 
than the Republican declaration concerning 
the currency adopted a few weeks earlier 
at Minneapolis. Then the Democrats nom- 
inated Grover Cleveland, who, 
known, would do all in his power to carry 
out the pledge of the platform. 

On that plank and with that candidate 
the Democratic party made this good show-

Michigan at that time chose Electors by 
districts instead of on a general ticket as in 
all the other States. While Cleveland got 
over a third of them, Harrison received 
20,000 more votes in the State than he did. 
In the Republican State of Ohio Cleveland 
came within 1,000 votes of carrying it, and 
did secure one of its Electoral votes. 

Last July the National Democratic con- 
vention met in Chicago, in the vast Coliseum 
Building, and deliberately rejected and cast 
overboard by a two-thirds vote the cur- 
rency plank of 1892 which had carried it 
into power, and demanded “ the free and 
“unlimited coinage of silver at the present 
legal ratio of 16 to 1 [making 50-cent dol- 
“ lars], without waiting for the aid or con- 
“sent of any other nation.” That was a 
demand that the maintenance of the parity 
of the two metals should stop; that gold 
should be expelled from circulation and 
silver monometallism of half-value dollars 
should be substituted. as the American 
standard money of the future. On that 
issue the party went before the people for 
their votes and indorsement.

The change of policy on the part of the 
Bryan-Altgeld-Pitchfork Democrats did not 
seem to pan out well in those States.

In 1802, when fighting 
under the sound money flag, they got one 
Elector in Ohio and came within 1,000 of 
getting all the twenty-one other Electors 
of the Statk who voted for Harrison.

Nor must it be forgotten that in every 
State in both tables the Republicans had 
to fight a coalition this year, while they did 
not have to four years ago. The Populists 
cast a heavy vote for Weaver in 1892, for 
whom Bryan voted.

Then he was the Presidential 
nominee not merely of the Democrats, 
whom he had left, but of the Populists, for 
whose Presidential candidate, Weaver, he 
voted four years ago. 

A few days ago he was a man who might 
have the distributing of 200,000 offices and 
might be abie to carry out a policy for 
which-eertain sections of the country were 
clamoring lustily. 

Today he is merely a defeated candidate. 
He has wrecked. the principal party which 
supported him. He has wiped out the ma- 
jorities by which it carried some of the 
leading States of the Union four years ago. 
He has split the solid South.“ 

Bryan is not merely a defeated candidate, 
but he is a candidate who suffers the in- 
tense mortification and humiliation of wit- 
nessing the revival of the prosperity of the 
country the very day after his defeat. 

There is nothing to encourage him to re- 
new the struggle which ended so disas- 
trously last Tuesday.

He has no new . He can

THE END OF ALTGELD. 

Altgeld must be. convinced now that the 
voters of Illinois have repudiated him, 50- 
cent free silver, and anarchy by 118,000 ma- 
jority. He was unwilling to believe it 
Tuesday night, but all. the hopes he clung to 
so. desperately vanished Wednesday. 

On the 3d of November the voters had 
an opportunity to settle accounts with Alt- 
geld. They huve been waiting for it for 
some time, and the longer they waited the 
longer grew the account. 

The first item on it was his pardon of the 
Anarchists and his assault on the State Su- 
preme Court. The next item was the revo- 
lutionary position he took at the time of the 
Debs insurrection, when he denounced 
Cleveland for executing national laws and 
contended that a Governor was a more im- 
portant person than a President. It was 
mortifying for Illinoisans to feel that they 
had such a man as their Governor. 

Still another item was his advocacy of a 
silver monometallism of 50-cent dollars, an 
abhorrent doctrine he had forced on the 
Democracy of this State. But for him Lili- 
nois would not have been for rotten money 
at Chicago, and the Democratic convention 
would not have forced on the country the 
free silver issue which has been disposed of 
after so hard a struggle. 

There were several other items ip the 
account. Illinoisans did not like to see Alt- 
geld asking for their votes when serious 
charges had been brought against him by 
men within his own party and which he did 
not refute, but attempted to ignore. ä 

Accounts are settled now. The IIlinois 
voters have spoken thelr mifla fully and 
plainly about Altgeld. They have turned 
him out of office and have condemned his 
doctrines. Both city and country have re- 
pudiated him, Both prefer to stand by the 
Supreme Court, by the enforcement of the 
national laws, and by honest money. 

The coalition of Popocrats, Populists, 
Socialists, and Anarchists could not save 
Altgeld. His indefatigable campaigning 
could not pull him through. His cowardly, 
vindictive assaults on Governor-elect Tan- 


ner did him no good. His sham professions 


of devotion for the workingmen only * 
a part of them. 

Altgeld is beaten by about 118,000 . 
and the mischief-making apology for a Gov- 
ernor will be succeeded by Capt. Tanner, 
who will not be the friend and protector of 
rioters, and who will administer efficiently 
and honestly the public affairs of this great 
State, 1440. 


HOPE FOR THE ARMENIANS. 

The suggestion that the Czar's recent 
visit to England and France has given 
courage to these governments in their efforts 
to bring about reforms in Turkey is further 
strengthened by the character of the recent 
debate on this subject in the Chamber of 
Deputies in Paris. In response to a ques- 
tion as to what action France would take ip 
jefense of the Armenians, Foreign Minister 
Hanotaux made the specific declaration 
that the powers were in a position at last 
to insist that the Sultan shall live up to the 
letter of his projected scheme of reform. 
The Minister said in his significant state- 
ment: 


The powers have done their duty. Accord has 
been established among the powers, which recog- 
nized that isolated action must be averted and 
that common action would not afféct the integrity 
of Turkey. During the Czar’s visit a precise ex- 
change of views occurred on the points before 
Parliament, and United Europe will be able to 
show the Sultan that he must give his subjects 
security afid peace. 


The Foreign Minister said further that 
Europe was in a position to make the Sultan 
understand that not only Armenians but 
Catholics and Mussulmans were suffering 
from the sam» evils and needed the same 
ameliorations, and that the source of these 
evils was the internal administration of the 
Turk’s domain. He concluded: 

Europe also will indicate the means to establish 
order everywhere, without which the country can- 
not continue fo exist. It will demand the execu- 
tion of his promises and the enforcement and ex- 
tension of reforms already granted, will put an 
end to violent repression, will open the prisons, 
and will bring home to him that the powers hold 
him responsible for the safety of Europeans. 

It is hardly possible to suppose that this 
definite outline of a definite line of action 
to be followed by Europe could have been 
officially promulgated unless the Foreign 
Minister had received the most positive as- 
surance that Russia would indorse the sen- 
timent. England’s codperation of course 
could be counted on, as that government has 
been only waiting for some pretext for tak- 
ing such action single-handed in obedience 
to the overwhelming demands of the En- 
glish people.

“ But the matters of real prime importance 
of course dre the stones and brooms, or 
‘hones’ and ‘ besoms,’ as the very Scotchy 
girls insist on calling them. In this country 
we nearly all use heavy irons instead of 
curling stones, and, very stout ordinary par- 
lor brooms, but the truly enthusiastic curl- 
ers, who go in for a smart and orthodox rig, 
wear Scotch wool mittens, import their neck 
scarfs from the old country, and have genu- 
ine stones sent over. 

“The genuine stones are selected by ex- 
perts from the beds of burns and little rivers, 
where they are worn round and smooth by 
the action of the water, and let me tell you, 
if you are buying either stones or irons, get 
them about twenty to twenty-eight pounds 
in weight. The minimum weight for men is 
thirty pounds. That’s too ponderous for a 
woman's arm. 

„After you are all provided with the requi- 
sites the game is as easy to learn as golf and 
just as hard to play well. The sport is con- 
ducted on a rink about forty-two yards long, 
and, stooping low, stone in hand, the 
whole object is to send the missile’ skim- 
ming over the ice, to land as near as possi- 
ble to the tee, or inside a circle drawn at 
the far end of the rink.
